These  notebooks  were  leather  bound  with  the  name  of  the  Club  embossed  on 
them,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  and  Members  I  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  Lowe  family  for  presenting  this  historical  book  to  the  Club  for 
its  archives.
